The 

Ohio River is formed by the junc- 

tion of the Allegheny and Mo- 

nongahela Rivers at Pittsburgh, 

Pa., and empties into the Missis- 

sippi River at Cairo, IIl., a distance 

of 981 miles. Through various 

Acts of Congress, fifty dams and 

locks were constructed. The first 

dam was built near Pittsburgh, 

Pa., in 1885, and the last dam near 

Cairo, Ill., in 1929, securing a 

depth of nine feet for the entire 

channel. Each dam includes a 

lock 110 feet by 600 feet. Ap- 

proximate cost to the federal gov- 
ernment, $125,000,000. 


It would be difficult to find a 
more complete and accurate state- 
ment regarding the Canalization 
of the Ohio River than the above 
paragraph which is copied com- 
pletely from the front of a first 
day cover bearing one of the new 
Ohio River Canalization stamps 
from Pittsburgh, Pa. The cover 
also bears an illustration of one 
of the completed monster dams 
and locks and is a remarkable 
souvenir of the completion of this 
great undertaking. The cover is 
from Mr. C. E. Nickles of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Mr. Nickles also 
sends a cover from Louisville 
with a different picture than the 
one used on the above described 
cover. 

Another unique cover for this 
occasion comes from Delf Norona 
of Wheeling, W. Va., and bears 
on its face a map of the states 
bordering on the Ohio River and 
with the cities at which the stamp 
was issued on the first day, Octo- 
ber 19, shown by stars. 

Harry Ioor of Indianapolis has 
used somewhat the same idea on 
a first day cover for this event, 


showing the cities of first day is- 
sue along the river. Covers from 
Mr. Ioor come from both Home- 
stead, Pa. and Cairo, IIl. 

The “Bostona” one of the fa- 
mous old boats on the Ohio River, 
is illustrated on a cover from J. 
W. Stoutsenberg. The picture is 
from a copyrighted photo by a 
Marine Photo Company and was 
taken in 1883. Another cover from 
Mr. Stoutsenberg illustrates “A 
Federal Barge Line Tow on the 
Mississippi” and is said to repre- 
sent a “Soon to be familiar scene 








on the Ohio River’. These covers 
are from Cairo and Louisville. 

The steamer “Tom Greene” is 
featured on a cover from Zix and 
Shockley of Indianapolis, while an- 
other cover pictures one of the 
large Dams. These covers are from 
Cincinnati and also from Cincin- 
nati comes a cover which bears a 
Chicago and Cincinnati Railway 
Mail cancellation, quite a novelty 
on a first day cover. 

From S. Douglas Dobson Com- 
pany of Columbus, Ohio, comes 
covers from both Wheeling and

Cincinnati, the latter bearing a 
eachet that reads, “Ohio River 
Dedication Cruise—Pittsburgh to 
Cairo—Celebrating the Nine Foot 
Stage.” Also another cachet read- 
ing “Ohio Valley—Improvement 
—Association—35th Annual—Con- 
vention—October 19th-25th, 1929”. 

A cover with the same _ two 
cachets also comes from Mr. H. C. 
Carpenter of Cincinnati. 

From away out in Benicia, Cali- 
fornia, comes a cover from Emer- 
son A. Stoner mailed from Home- 
stead, Pa., via Air Mail with a

block of four stamps and Mr. 
Stoner is so enthused over our 
little publication that he writes 
as follows 

“T take pleasure in sending you 
this ‘First Day Cover’ to show my 
appreciation for ‘Linn’s Weekly’ 
with its ‘first day’ stamp news. 

I receive a half dozen philatelic 
papers and magazines, but ‘Linn’s’ 
gives me more interesting up-to- 
the-minute information than any 
of the others.” 

The cover from Mr. Stoner was 
carried on C. A. M. Route No. 11 
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and bears a cachet worded as fol- 
lows: “C. A. M. 11 dedicates to- 
day’s flying to the successful canal- 
ization of the Ohio River and joins 
in the first day of use of the Ohio 
River postage stamp at Pittsburgh 
and Homestead.” A cachet is also 
stamped on the back of this cover. 

John B. Hardig of Cincinnati, 
had a happy thought which he 
combined with a trip from Cin- 
cinnati through Columbus and 
thence to Cleveland. Mr. Hardig 
very thoughtfully prepared covers 
and mailed them from both Colum- 
bus and Cleveland on October 19, 
with the new Ohio River stamps. 
The Columbus cover is cancelled 
at 6 p. m. and the Cleveland cover 
at 9:30 p. m., both October 19. 

Elkhart, Indiana, has so many 
stamp collectors following first day 
issues and anxious to get the new 
stamps as soon as issued that the 
postmaster in that city usually has 
the goods on hand as quickly af- 
ter the stamps are issued as it is 
possible to get them. At least 
that is what Everett G. Emerson 
says and he ought to know. Mr. 
Emerson sends a cover from Elk- 
hart on the 21st of October, the 
same date the stamps were first 
placed on sale at the Philatelic 
Agency at Washington.

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Another unique cover comes 
from Mr. J. Lester Williams whose 
home is in Indianapolis but the 
cover is mailed from Madison, 
Indiana, on the 23rd of October 
and bears a pen and ink inscrip- 
tion “Ohio River Celebration— 
President Hoover’s visit to Madi- 
son, Ind.—Oct. 23, 1929.” 

The custom of illustrating these 
first day covers is increasing 
rapidly and without question the 
illustrations lend much of interest 
to the first day covers for the 
various stamp issues. A _ collec- 
tion of these from various points 
and prepared by the various par- 
ties who have made these illustrat- 
ed covers will make an attractive 
showing. 

The dams and locks by which 
the government has made all-year- 
round navigation of the river pos- 
sible are fifty in number and are 
spaced from four to seventy-five 
miles apart, depending on the drop 
of the river. These are of course 
closer together at the head of the 
river below Pittsburgh and spread 
out gradually as they go down 
stream. 

Most of the dams are so ar- 
ranged that “bear traps” at the 
side can be opened in the event 
of high water. They are regu- 
lated so that the water of the river 
can always be kept at a nine foot 
stage. The larger river boats 
draw only about six feet. 


The opening of these dams from 
Pittsburgh to Cairo was celebrated 
by a great parade of river boats 
which started from Pittsburgh on 
Saturday morning, October 19. Ap- 
propriate ceremonies were held at 
various points along the river as 
the parade of boats passed. Three 
of the largest boats on the river 
were in the parade. The Cincin- 
nati carried mainly the members 
of the Ohio Valley Improvement 
Association which is holding its 
annual convention on this river 
trip. The Greater Pittsburgh car- 
ried a number of residents of 
Pittsburgh and also carried a 
great Calliope which made much 
Whoopee on the trip. The Queen 
City was chartered by the Alle- 
gheny County Commissioners to 
transport them down the river and 
this boat carried a band dressed 
in firey red uniforms. 

The first official stop of this 
great river parade was to be made 
at Huntington, West Virginia, on 
Sunday evening where the Official 
West Virginia celebration was 
held. On Monday the parade con- 
tinued to Cincinnati. On Tuesday 
morning, October 22, President 
Hoover was to dedicate the Ohio 
River Memorial Monument which 
has been erected in Eden Park, a 
beautiful stretch of park land lay- 
ing along the river’s edge on the 
high bluffs east of the city. After 
this ceremony the President was 
to board a boat and proceed to 
Louisville where he was scheduled 
to make an address Wednesday

APPRAISING THE NEW 
BUREAU PRINT CATALOG 


The corrected fifth edition of the 
Mitchell Bureau Print Catalog, 
published by Hoover Bros., is off 
the press. One cannot but wish 
that the catalog were better print- 
ed—on a better grade of paper 
and without typographical errors. 
From my own experience in = 
ing printing I know that it is only 
a matter of $25 or so extra to 
change a poor printing job of this 
size into a fine piece of work. 
However, before I write further, 
I want to say that I am fully ap- 
preciative of the task the Hoovers 
have undertaken in issuing a semi- 
annual Buroprint Catalog in ad- 
dition to the general precancel 
catalog. I am sympathetic with 
their efforts and wish them suc- 
cess, for I know the venture is one 
that cannot be lightly undertaken. 

And I will temper the above 
statement, as well as any further 
remarks I have to make here with 
the statement that the catalog is 
well worth the price asked (50c) 
just for the information it con- 
tains about the history and meth- 
ods of printing buros, the illustra- 
tion of types, and the systematic 
listing of varieties extant. Every 
buroprint fan (someone called me

a buro-bug the other day!) will 
need and should have a copy. So 
let no one declare I am trying to 
“queer” Hoover’s sales—or my 
own for that matter, as I am a 
heavy investor in the catalog, for 
copies and advertising. 

The fine editorial work that Dr. 
Mitchell puts into the catalog de- 
serves a first-class printing job. 
We sincerely trust—and the cata- 
log-buying fraternity should de- 
mand—that next time the catalog 
be printed on a good grade of book 
or opaque white paper. 

Another thing, typographically, 
which makes the book less handy 
is the failure to carry over a con- 
tinued city’s name to the next col- 
umn. In two cases, where a city’s 
listing is carried over-leaf as in 
the case of Battle Creek, page 32, 
and Saint Paul, page 36, this real 
convenience is added. But there 
are a great many carry-over pages 
where it is omitted. It seems to 
me that good typography would 
demand the carrying-over of the 
city’s name, continued, to the next 
column in every case, whether 
overleaf or merely to the next 
page opposite. We understood in 
advance that this was to be 
done, and are sorry to see it omit- 
ted, as the lack of it is an annoy- 
ance. 


EDITORIAL ARRANGEMENT 
OF BURO CATALOG 


Of course, the big fly in the 
“bandoline”, for me, is the listing 
by states, instead of alphabetically 
by cities. “ We cannot consider 
this as other than retrogression— 
a step backwards, and a greater 
fault of the catalog than poor 
printing. 

Dr. Mitchell, I understand, is 
strongly in favor of the city list- 
ing alphabetically and regardless 
of states. He was chiefly instru-

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mental in making that great 
change in the Fourth Edition of 
the catalog—which met with about 
90% approval from the buroprint 
fraternity, a record that is almost 
as good as a hole in one (except 
on the operating table!) In Dr. 
Mitchell’s statement in the fore- 
part of the catalog he regrets the 
change from the alphabetical city 
listing. And for good reasons, 
which he mentions. We must ad- 
mit we are somewhat surprised 
that the publishers should disre- 
gard this greatest buroprint au- 
thority’s stand without first mak- 
ing thorough canvass of opinion 
from all buro collectors all over 
the country. 

However, don’t think for a mo- 
ment that I am declaring the 


Hoovers insincere in their “State- 
ment by the Publishers” in the 
forepart of the catalog. I am 


afraid they are all too sincere; 
otherwise they would not defy the 
wishes of the majority of buro 
fans in order to satisfy the half- 
hearted buro interests of the great 
body of general collectors of pre- 
eancels on this score. (A com- 
plete, specialized Buro catalog 
would seem as necessary in the 
precancel world as the Specialized 
U. S. catalog has proven to gener-

al stamp collecting.) They imperil 
their own monopoly of the buro 
catalog and prestige as’ its sole 
publishers by issuing a catalog 
that is inconvenient and only par- 
tially satisfactory. The use of the 
state-city listing is tantamount to 
an invitation to some other pub- 
lisher to issue an alphabetical list- 
ing by cities. There is very little 
in a catalog of this sort that is 
copyrightable anyway. Any deal- 
er could put out a list of the goods 
he has to sell. A half dozen other 
designations of types would serve 
just as well (capital letters of al- 


phabet; roman numerals; A, X, Y, 
or Z types; or better still, actual 
illustration of each city). The va- 


riety numbers (such at Bl, B21, 
B51, B71, B101, B121) are super- 
fluous anyway,—entirely unneces- 
sary; not over 5% of the collec- 
tors use them on their want lists, 
for calling the 1%c “No. 2” in 
each case, instead of No. 1%, 
makes it confusing in the higher 
denominations. But the buroprint 
sales field, though growing rapidly, 
is still quite limited, and for a 
long time yet, I believe, the pres- 
ent editor and publishers can en- 
joy their monopoly of the field 
PROVIDING they supply a rea- 
sonably perfect catalog as far as 
editorial arrangement, net cash 
pricing, and good printing are con- 
cerned. 


The publishers state, “From the 
dealer point of view, the city meth- 
od (alphabetical by cities) is more 
convenient. But our interest is 
with the collector and our opinion 
is that, for the collector, the state- 
city method is better.” I feel this 
is a hasty conclusion, though 
doubtless sincere. I think it is 
just the collector, and not the deal- 
er, who will be most inconveni- 
enced. I have perhaps put in as 
many hours as any man alive in 
sorting buros, and working them 
into and out of dealers’ stockbooks 
(dealers’, not collectors’). As far 
as I am concerned as a dealer, I 
can’t see much difference except 
for the first few days, when it will 
be necessary to rearrange all stock 
and stockbooks and get used to 
sorting and pricing by the new ar- 
rangement. A dealer’s stockbooks 
need to be priced up ONLY ONCE 
by a new catalog, so that for the 
dealer the change is at most an 
inconvenience for only a week or 
so, a matter of getting used to it, 
except when he uses the catalog 
as a collector uses it—for looking 
up random items a few at a time. 
And then it is conclusively a mat- 
ter demanding from 50% to 100% 
more time with the state-city list- 
ing. So it is precisely the collec- 
tor and not necessarily the dealer 
that I am interested in when I 
urge the return to the alphabetical 
city listing. When a collector (or 
dealer) looks up a single item, he 
has to look twice—first for the 
state, then for the city. But when 
a dealer puts a stamp into his 


stock book, or removes a stamp, it 
is already priced on its own line 
in the stockbook. 

Now here is an important and 
constructive suggestion: It would 
take only a page or two in the 
back or front, of the catalog to 
list all the states in order, show- 
ing alphabetically the buroprint- 
issuing cities in each state, for 
the benefit of the state specialist 
or general precancel collector who 
is working his buros into his gen- 
eral collection.

Ohio River Canalization First 
Day Covers came in with October 
19th postmarks from seven cities. 
Homestead, Pa., applied a rubber 
stamp cachet and Pittsburgh, Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville and Cairo print- 
ed cachets. 


Postmaster at Honolulu recent- 
ly stated no inter-island Air Mail 
service was to be started in the 
near future. The only plane now 
operating carries passengers but 
no mail. 


It is reported, Mason and Dixon 
Airlines, Inc., will open line from 
Detroit via Cincinnati, Lexington, 
Middleboro and Knoxville to At- 
lanta and have asked for air mail 
contracts. More later. 


A new mail route linking Pitts- 
burgh, Washington and Norfolk 
has been surveyed and it is 
thought service may be started by 
April 1, 1930. 


Received recently, covers flown 
on the First Anniversary of the 
Shortest Air Mail Route in the 
World, forty miles from San Jose 
to Oakland, Calif. Dated October 
15th, 1929. Cachet design is a 
circle with wings, inside of circle 
is plane and moon. All ours came 
thru in red and applied by the 
contractor. 


October 24th. Received covers 
from Republica Argentina, post- 
marked at Buenos Aires, Oct. 12, 
1929, cancellation stating “Inaug- 
uracion linea Aeroposta, Via Pa- 
cifico, Buenos Aires—Neuva York” 
franked with 5-10 and 50 centimes 
Air Mail Stamps in addition to 3 
and 5c regular postage. This was 
carried by the First Flight of the 
Extension of F. A. M. No. 9 from 
Buenos Aires, via Santiago, Cristo- 
bal and Miami, and was exactly 
twelve days making the trip. 


“The Mail must be delivered” 
is an oft heard maxim, typical of 
the “Spirit of Service” of the post- 
al department, and the other max- 
im, less heard, “Neither snow nor 
rain nor heat nor gloom of night 
stays these couriers from the 
swift completion of their appointed 
rounds” is specially typical of the 
service performed by the Air Mail 
Pilots of this day. 


Postal Bulletin for October 25th, 
1929, carries news that the Ship to 
Shore Service on the S. S. Bremen 
has been discontinued temporarily. 


Thomas Alva Edison Memorial 


I managed to get a very few of these 
covers postmarked and cancelled at 
Greenfield, Mich., Oct. 21, 1929, the day 
of the Hoover-Edison-Ford get-together 
at Ford's Greenfield Village.

In the manufacture of these coil 
stamps it was found that there 
were 22 sheets remaining uncut, 
and all these were sent to the 
Postage Stamp Division, (Phila- 
telic Agency) Ottawa, for disposal. 
This supply of 2200 of each of 
this series was exhausted almost 
at once, dealers obtaining the ma- 
jor portion, and many being held 
for rapidly advancing prices. 

Due to complaints of the un- 
equal division and to destroy the 
high philatelic value and at the 
same time to placate collectors, the 
Department decided to reissue this 
series in sheet form and offer them 
at face value at the Postage Stamp 
Division of the Post Office Dept. 
(Philatelic Agency) Ottawa. It 
was found however that the plate 
for the 3c carmine was not avail- 
able, consequently the 1c yellow 
and the 2c green reprints in sheets 
were the only denominations of 
the second printing issued in quan- 
tities. 

Naturally the complete sets of 
the first printing in pairs uncut 


are scarce, the 3c considered 
rather rare.
